More than 60 armed Indone- 


sian soldiers protected about 30 
embassy staff members who 
threw stones, bottles and chairs 
at the attackers, most of them 
Indonesian Chinese students. 


Two persons, believed to be 


students, were injured. They 
were carried on stretchers to 
army ambulances. 


Embassy staff members took 


refuge in another building in the 
compound and screamed insults 
as the rampaging students shat- 
tered windows in the embassv 
and hurled chairs, paper and 
doors ripped from their hinges 
into a bonfire in the courtyard.

Chinese milled around outside, 
the students pulled down the 
Red Chinese flag and hoisted 
Indonesia's red and white flag 
to half staff.

Chester Hazen's 1844 Experiment 
Fond du Lac Cheesemaker Pioneer in State's Dairying

No one seems to know just 


when or where the first cheese; 
was made. 


It's manufacture goes so far 


back into time that it may have 
begun 
when some herdsman

Hazen also 
built the

cheese factory in the state in 
1864, at Ladoga. Remains of the 
old foundation may still be seen 
on the northwestern outskirts of 
the village, along U.S. 103. At 
one time a bronze placque on a 
huge rock base marked 
the 


spot, but that has now disap- 
peared. 


This cheese factory was con- 


sidered a great curiosity at the 
time. In 1870, other factories 
began to build around it, and 
throughout the state, until al- 
most every crossroad had one. 
But for eight years, the factory 
at Ladoga was the largest in the 
state. 


One of the first co-operative 


ventures in cheesemaking was 
started by J. G pickett of 
Jefferson County at his home In 
1841. He started with 30 cows 
and six patrons. Compare this 
small beginning with the herds 
of SO to 100 cows belonging to 


just one farmer today. It was 
not a very large enterprise, but 
it was the forerunner of present 
day co-operatives. 


Start of Growth 


Growth of the cheese industry 


in the state began with the

cheesemakers at New Glarus in 
1845. 


Because of the 
buildup in 


cheese factories and creameries, 
farmers started enlarging their 
dairy herds. Dairying became a 
prominent part of the Wisconsin 
agricultural picture. However, 
there was a lag in the late 
1870's when butter was selling 
for 7 cents a pound, a cheese

Narrow Rows Not Answer 
To Increased Corn Plants 


Planting your corn in narrow- 


er rows is not a way to increase 
the number of plants grown on 
each acre. 


Russell Luckow, Outagamie 


County Agricultural Agent, said 
narrow row corn Is not intended 
to increase the plant population. 
Rather, it's an attempt 
to 


provide better spacing around 
each corn plant. 


Luckow said, for example, if 


you have 22,900 corn plants per 
acre in 40-inch rows, each plant 
would be spaced about seven 
inches apart in the raws. If you 
switch to 39 inch rows the 
spacing between plants is in- 
creased to nine point three 


inches apart in the rows. In 20 
inch rows, each plant is about 
14 inches from the next one in 
the row. 


When you switch to narrower 


row corn, you still grow the 
same number of plants on each 
acre of land. The only differ- 
ence is each plant has more 
equal spacing on all sides and is 
not as crowded. 


Luckow says that if you're 


already using proper fertiliza- 
tion, good insect, weed 
and 


disease control practices and 
have planted the best variety 
for your area—then better spac- 
ing and narrower rows can 
increase vour corn yields.
